WRITER ANDY MANGLES TALKS ABOUT THE UPCOMING SERIES: 
WONDER WOMAN '77 MEETS THE BIONIC WOMAN] 

We caught a (sadly, visible) plane to Portland to question best-selling Star Trek and Star Wars 
author Andy Mangels about the upcoming WONDER WOMAN '77 MEETS THE BIONIC WOMAN 
mini-series. With a life-size statue of Lynda Carter as Wonder Woman watching over us in his 
office, here's what Mangels had to say... 

You were just the right age in 1977 to watch the WONDER WOMAN and BIONIC WOMAN 
television shows - and the pop culture phenomenon that surrounded them (posters, magazines, 
etc.). Were you a fan of these characters? Any personal anecdotes that you can recall about the 
shows? 

ANDY: I was a fan of Wonder Woman since childhood, but grew up in a very small town. 

I had to do extra chores for a week so my parents would borrow a color TV from our 
neighbors so I could watch the debut of Wonder Woman! Having Wonder Woman and Bionic 
Woman on television during my youthful years meant a lot for my belief in the equality of and 
power of women, and also meant I spent a lot of time running, jumping, and spinning around... 
all while making either Wonder or Bionic sound effects! 

Dynamite's BIONIC WOMAN: SEASON FOUR and DC Comics' WONDER WOMAN '77 have done 
such a great job of capturing "retro chic flair" - roller-skating, Fembots, disco, etc. Without 
ruining any surprises, are there any funky Seventies attitudes or aesthetics squeezed into your 

ANDY: To really capture the aesthetic of the series, one has to know the shows inside and out. As 
one of the world's top Wonder Woman experts. I've been in documentaries and contributed to 
a lot of projects about her. I also came thisclose to producing the Bionic Woman DVD sets. So, I 

I'm not only providing our exciting new artist Judit Tondora with literally thousands of photos 
from the series for reference, but also with images of cars, buildings, and fashion from the time. 
The colorist and the letterers and our all-star lineup of variant cover artists will also be working 
hard to get the details perfect. Short of a time machine, you should get exactly the team-up you 
would have seen if it HAD happened on television in 1977... with a huge feature film budget, of 
course! 

Wonder Woman and Jaime Sommers are THE iconic action heroines - inteiiigent, capabie, and 
powerfui. You'd have to imagine that oniy the worst kind of viiiainy can threaten such a team- 
up. What do you have in store? 

ANDY: To say too much will spoil the surprises, but I can say that you will see new villains, and 
returning villains — and heroes and supporting characters — from both TV shows, as well as 
some material from comic book continuity that was never quite incorporated into the shows. The 
plot is pretty epic in scope; it would have been a three-parter on TV! This is not a decompressed 
padded-for-trade-paperback kind of story... this one literally starts with a bang and doesn't stop 
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
